1 . The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to facilitate 
understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing under 37 

CFR 1.81(c). No new matter may be introduced in the required drawing. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

The summary may point out the advantages of the 
invention or how it solves problems previously existent in the prior art (and 
preferably indicated in the Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it 
should point out in general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the 
nature and gist of the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. 
Objects of the invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(h) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing(s) : See MPEP § 608.01(f). 
A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .74.

However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, compounds, or 
processes may not be commonly or widely known in the field, the specification 
should refer to another patent or readily available publication which adequately 
describes the subject matter.

Claim Objections 

9. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. In claim 1, line 1 : "the mode function" lacks antecedent basis; and 

b. In claim 1, line 6: "the mode selector" lacks antecedent basis 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

10. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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11. 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms/' The specification is replete with terms which are not clear, concise 
and exact. The specification should be revised carefully in order to comply with 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
first paragraph. Refer to US Patent 5,293,355 to Widen for example. 

12. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Examiner cannot make and use 
because we are not sure what it is. 

13. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

14. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

' 15. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 U.S.C. 
1 1 2, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
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present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. Further, Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
second paragraph, as being incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships 
of elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. 
See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: the stopwatch and 
the software modification, the stopwatch and a display of cumulated time and converted; and a 
mode selector, respectively. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

17. Claim 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US Patent 
5,293,355 to Widen in view of US Patent 5,1 15,182 to Ehmke et al. [hereiafter Ehmke] and US 
Patent 5,632,604 to Poothodiyil. 

Widen discloses a device (100) comprising a mode function element (103), available stop 
watch will be expanded by software modification (1501) in seconds, or minutes, or hours mode 
(see column 18, lines 36-51), wherein if the time is stopped, switching the mode function will 
convert the hour/minute/second or minutes/seconds/hundredths value (see column 7, lines 1-2), 
as the mode function element/selector (103) and wherein the current available modes on the

stopwatch will remain available and operative. Widen discloses all subject matter claimed by 
applicant with the exception of the limitation stated in claim 1 , the seconds time to minutes and 
tenths and hundreds of minutes, or hours and tenths and hundreds, as the mode selector is cycled 
through all the modes. 

As per claim 1: Ehmke discloses timing system including a timing interval measured in 
seconds and with a conversion factor to convert the seconds to hours. Therefore, it would have 
been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
add the conversion factor, as taught by Ehmke, to the software program Widen, in order to 
additionally display seconds units in terms of hours units, as already suggested by Ehmke. 

As per claim 1: Poothodiyil discloses timing system including a timing interval 
measured in seconds and with a conversion constant to convert the seconds to minutes. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to add conversion constant, as taught by Poothodiyil, to the software 
program of Widen, in order to additionally display seconds units in terms of minutes units, as 
already suggested by Poothodiyil. 

Conclusion 

1 8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's

disclosure. The prior art cited in the PTO-892 disclose related devices. US Patent 4,795,974 to 
Landman et al. and US Pub. 2002/0103548 to Treiber et al. disclose a timing system converting 
seconds to hours.
